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Aerial Coast Defense 
Decision Is Needed 


By HON. DUNCAN U. FLETCHER, 
Member, Joint Congressional Committee, 
To Fix Air Coast Defense Control. 
DFFINITE determination of the re- 

sponsibility for control of aircraft 
for seacoast defense will be sought by 
the Committee of which I am a member 
when the new Congress convenes in 


April. 
Demarcation Not Clear. 

There is no doubt that the Army and 
Navy have sought to settle this question 
to the best of their ability. However, in 
the opinion of Congress, even the Joint 
Board instructions covering this point 
do not provide a sufficiently clear de- 
marcation of the point at which one 
Service or the cther controls operations, 
particularly in respect to aircraft. 

My esteemed colleague, Mr. Bingham 
has evinced great interest in the mat- 
ter and has called the attention of the 
Senate to the problems. It is largely 
due to his efforts that Congress de- 
cided to appoint the Joint Committee 
to solve the question. 

Duplication Is Claimed. 

There is undoubtedly some duplication 
in the present functions of Army and 
Navy aviation units stationed on or near 
the coast. The overlapping, it is claimed 
by many, is such as to jeopardize suc- 
cessful operations due to lack of Service 
instructions which will insure unity of 
command. 

As a member cf the Committee, I am 
approaching the subject with an open 
mind and expect that the War and 
Navy Departments will submit data to 
aid us in reaching a proper solution. 
The Committee will then be able to con- 
sider carefully the opinions and recom- 
mendations of both Services and to set- 
tle, by legislative definition, the func- 
tions allotted to the Army and to the 
Navy. 

It is my hope that the Committee will 
also be able to settle as to which Service 
shall retain North Island, near San 
Diego, and Ford Island in Hawaii. The 
activities of the Army and Navy air 
units at these posts has reached a point 
where expansion is impossible unless 
one Service or the other relinquishes its 
portion of the islands. The matter is 
apparently one of those on which the 
Services have deadlocked. It is an 
added reason for Congressional action 
to benefit National Defense by clearing 
up disputes, 








To Lay Up Nine Ships 

(UNDER the Force Operating Plan for 

the fiscal year 1930, approved by Ad- 
miral Hughes, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions on March 29, nine ships, and pos- 
sibly ten, are to be decommissioned, 
the Monocacy and Palos are to remain in 
commission in reserve with 25 per cent 
complements, the Tulsa in reduced com- 
mission with 50 per cent complement, 
with the Avocet and Penguin, which are 
still in commission though not on the 
list, retained. 

The nine ships to »e decommissioned 
are the Mayflower, Sylph. the destroyers 
Meyer, Sinclair and McDermott, the 
General Alava, Napa, the S-2 and the 
Cleveland, All but the Cleveland will go 
out before next July. The Cleveland 
will be withdrawn from service about the 
first of next January when relieved by 
the Asheville. 

The Mercy is also slated to go but final 
decision on her will be withheld until 
after the Secretary’s visit to the Scout- 
ing Fleet next month.

Progress of Public 
Works Program Told 


L. E. GREGORY, 
Chief, Bureau Yards and Docks. 
HE Naval Appropriation Act ap- 
proved March 2, 1929, makes avail- 

able $5,197,350 for public works im- 
provements throughout the naval _ es- 
tablishment. The estimates submitted by 
the President to Congress totaled 
$6,227,350, which exceeded the sum of 
the current appropriations by $816,600. 
Improvements Authorized. 


In addition to the items of appro- 
priations for major repair and improve- 
ment, $137,000 was provided to complete 
improvements, at present authorized, to 
channel and harbor, Naval Station, Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaii; $1,500,000 was made 
available for continuing ammunition 
storage facilities at Hawthorne, Nev.; 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, and Cavite, P. I., 
authorized by the Second Deficiency Act, 
fiscal year 1928; $555,000 to complete 
public works as authorized by act ap- 
proved Feb. 15, 1927, at the Marine 
Barracks, Quantico, Va.; and $1,247,500 
for additional housing, shore facilities, 
services, and improvement of flying fields 
at the Naval Air Stations, Hampton 
Roads, Va.; Pensacola, Fla.; Coco Solo, 
Canal Zone; San Diego, Calif.; Sand 
Point, Wash., and Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. 

The completion of the dredging work 
now under way at Pearl Harbor will 
permit, without undue navigational dif- 
ficulties, ingress and egress of the 
largest naval vessel, built or contem- 
plated, through the channel connecting 
the sea with Pearl Harbor. 

Will Provide Quarters. 

The improvements now under con- 
struction at the Marine Barracks, Quan- 
tico, Va., will, when completed, provide 
comfortable and sanitary quarters for 
the enlisted men stationed there. Since 
the beginning of this activity, the men 
have been housed in buildings of only

Policies to Improve 
Reserve Are Outlined 


By BRIG. GEN. ROY HOFFMAN, 
President, R. O. A. of U. S. 

FTER three years as President of the 
“™ Reserve Officers’ Association of the 
United States, during which almost in- 
surmountable obstacles have confronted 
the Reserve daily, I have reached some 
conclusions as to what must be done, if 
the Organized Reserves, as a component 
of our National Defense are to succeed 
and prosper. 

I regard the following policies as ab- 
solutely essential to the further progress 
of the Organized Reserves: 

(1) The association must be more ad- 
equately financed by the contribution of 
its active membership. I favor the raising 
of the dues for the national office to $2. 

(2) The constitution must be amended 
so that men who are friendly to sound na- 
tional defense can be made associate mem- 
bers. The revenues from this source, easily 
obtainable, could solve the remainder of 
our financial problem. 

(3) The constitution must be amended 
so that senior students in the R. O. T. C. 
can be tied into the association before 
graduation, as junior members, with nom- 
inal dues, including the magazine. 

(4) The constitution must be amended to 
permit the appointment, by the president, 
of a strong Executive Committee to func- 
tion when the national council is not avail- 
able. 

(5) The life of the association absolutely 
requires the maintenance of our publica- 
tion, “The Reserve Officer,” owned and con- 
trolled by this association, and reflecting 
its policies. We can allow no one to speak 
for us. 

(6) It is necessary if the Reserve is to 
become a dependable organized asset of 
national defense that there be established 
a legal set-up for the solution of its prob- 
lems in the War Department. ; 

These suggestions are submitted par- 
ticularly to the membership of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association in advance for 
deliberation and well considered action 
at the Indianapolis Convention on April 
21-24, 

If the next Convention will get solidly 
behind this program and elect strong,

One-Term Policy Is Continued 





SSURANCE that the Hoover Admin- 
istration will continue the one-term 
limitation policy for Chiefs of Army 
branches was given this week, when 
the Secretary of War announced the 
naming of successors for Maj. Gen. A. 
A. Fries, Chief of the Chemical War- 
fare Service, and Maj. Gen. R. H. Allen, 
Chief of Infantry, whose terms expired 
March 28. 
Gilchrist and Fuqua Named. 

As forecast in the Army and Navy 
Journal, Col. Harry L. Gilchrist, Medical 
Corps, who is detailed with the C. W. S., 
was named Chief of the Chemical War- 
fare Service. 

Col. Stephen O. Fuqua, Inf., was ap- 
pointed Chief of Infantry. His selection 
was in accord with rumors that a junior 
colonel would be picked for this post. 
Col. Fuqua is No. 166 on the list of 
Colonels in that branch, 

Particular interest attached to the ap- 
pointments as it was considered a “test” 
of whether or not the Administration 
would continue the one-term policy. 
Rumors and counter-rumors, especially 
in reference to the selection of Chiefs 
of technical branches, had left the 
Service very much in doubt as to what 
the War Department’s policy would be. 

White House Interested. 

Much interest was manifested at the 
White House in the policy question and 
the announcement of Secretary of War 
Good indicates that the Hoover Admin- 
istration is strongly in favor of “rota- 
tion” of Chiefs.

“The question of reappointment of 
Bureau Chiefs and their assistants has 
been under consideration by me for a con- 
siderable period. 

“*Under the National Defense Act offi- 
cers commissoned in the noncombatant 
branches are not eligible for selection as 
combatant general officers of the line of 


the Army. In order that more officers of 
these branches may have the prospect of 
becoming generals during their service it 
would appear desirable and in the in- 
trest of these departments that appoint- 


ments as chiefs of these branches be not 
made permanent in character, 
“Provide Greater Opportunity.” 


“‘For the above reason it is desirable 
to establish a general principle of rotation 
in the branches for the benefit of the 
Service in general and in order to provide 


greater opportunity to all. 
“‘*By rotation of details there will be 
available in each branch of the Service, 


men who have had. the benefit of the 
increased authority as chiefs and assistant 
chiefs of branches. Encouragement will 
be given to the younger officers who will 
have opportunity as assistant chiefs to 
demonstrate their capabilities to become 
the chief of their branch. Furthermore,

Joint Service Pay 
Board Starts Sessions 


BY M. H. McINTYRE. 

ITH Rear Adm. Luke McNamee as 

senior member, the Joint Army and 
Navy Pay Board, created by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy and the Secretary of 
War this week “To formulate recom- 
mendations as to modifications of exist- 
ing laws as to the pay of the personnel 
of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps” 
held its first session on March 28. 

Getting down to work immediately the 
Board took up first the consideration of 
the principles that would govern its 
recommendations. Discussion of the 
naval viewpoint as outlined by the re- 
port of the Pay Board of last summer 
and the tentative proposal from the 
Army representatives disclosed a ‘most 
encouraging unanimity of opinion, giving 
promise of a mutual agreement on major 
issues. 

Six Members on Board. 

The personnel of the board consists of 
Admiral McNamee, Brig. Gen. George 
Richards and Capt. E. R. Wilson for the 
Navy and Brig. Gen. George S. Simonds 
of the General Staff, Col. Frederick W. 
Coleman, Finance Department, and Lt. 
Col. William Bryden, Field Artillery, as 
the Army representatives. 

It is made clear that the present board 
will carry out a preliminary study of the 
problems effecting the two branches 
represented, to coordinate them and 
seek to reach an unanimous agreement, 
even though different recommendations 
for the different services may be neces- 
sary in some instances. 

When this is completed it is proposed 
to bring into the picture the other gov- 
ernment services effected, and these addi- 
tional problems taken up and coordi 
nated. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
know that the Secretary of the Treasury 
has requested that a representative of 
the Coast Guard be added to the board’s 
personnel and that the interests of the 
Public Health Service be safeguarded 
also. Under the present plan, as soon 
as the preliminary work of coordinating 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps is ac- 
complished, the scope of the board’s work 
will be broadened and its personnel in- 
creased by representatives of the other 
services so that final conclusions may be 
drawn and recommendations submitted,

Public Works Progress Told 
(Continued from First Page) 
temporary type construction. The new 
barracks will accommodate 1,500 en- 

listed men. 

The ammunition storage facilities be- 
ing provided at Hawthorne, Pear! Har- 
bor and Cavite will permit of the safe 
storage of high explosives, based on the 
most modern practice. 

Under “Increase of the Navy” the 
amount of $570,000 is made immediately 
available; and, in addition, the Secretary 
of the Navy, upon approval of the 
President, is authorized to enter into ob- 
ligations amounting in the aggregate 
not to exceed $1,225,000, for improving 
and equipping Navy Yards for the con- 
struction of ships. The Navy Yards 
which now have building ways of suffi- 
cient capacity for the construction of 
cruisers are Boston, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Norfolk, Mare island, and Puget 
Sound, the latter yard having a ship- 
building dock in which two cruisers may 
be constructed simultaneously. 

Owing to the legislative jam which 
occurred at the end of the short session 
of the 70th Congress, the Public Works 
Authorization bill, totaling approxi- 
mately $10,000,000, failed of passage. 
Unless this bill is enacted into law early 
in the next regular session of Congress, 
it will prevent the submission of items 





of estimates under public works, pro- 
posed for inclusion in the 1931 Naval 
Appropriation bill, for additional and 


much needed shore station improvements. 

One of the items proposed was a 
floating dry dock to cost $425,000 at the 
Naval Station, San Diego, Calif. This 
item is considered particularly important 
in that this new type of floating dock 
is to be constructed as a pilot dock for 
larger docks, capable of taking capital 
ships, and a most important unit in 
connection with any overseas campaigns. 

This bill also contained items of hous- 
ing at submarine bases and air stations, 
and a stil! further extension of these 
facilities at the Marine Barracks, Quan- 
tico, Va., which will provide housing for 
approximately 2,000 men. 

The delivery of planes in connection 
with the Five-Year Building Program, 
which contempiates the purchase by 
July 1, 1931, of one thousand (1,000) 
useful planes, makes necessary the pro- 
viding of hangars for their protection. 
The bill contemplated additional hangars 
at the Naval Air Stations, San Diego 
and Pearl Harbor. 

Authority was also written into this 
bill to complete the acquisition, disposal 
and exchange of land between the Gov- 
ernment and private parties which has 
been pending for a considerable period. 
In certain cases this deferred action has 
worked considerable hardship to private 
individuals. 
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Joint Pay Board Convenes 
(Continued from First Page) 
first session and at its second meeting 
on the following day it is a foregone con- 
clusion that it will be guided by two or 
three basic principles. 

1. Compensation should be based on 
the individual’s value to the govern- 
ment, the responsibility he bears and the 
service he renders. 

2. That the pay of officers should be 
cemmensurate with the duty he is called 
on to perform, should be on a par with 
the pay of others with similar responsi- 
bilities and duties in and out of the gov- 
ernment service and should be sufficient 
to insure more than a bare living. 

3. That existing inequalities in the pay 
laws to be wiped out. 

4. That service rendered and not 
family considerations nor other paternal- 
istic considerations should regulate pay. 

In convening the board, Secretary 
Adams sent Admiral McNamee the fol- 
lowing written instructions: 

The Navy Department has suggested to 
the War Department the formation of a 
joint board of three representatives of each 
Department to formulate appropriate rec- 
ommendations with respect to modification 
of existing laws prescribing the pay of 
the personnel of the military Services. You, 
together with Brig. Gen. George Richards, 
1’. S. Marine Corps, and Capt. K. R. Wii- 


son, Supply Corps, U. S. Navy, will act as 


the representatives of the Navy Depart- 
ment on this board. 

You will be informed of the representa- 
tives designated by the Secretary of War. 
It is desired that the board convene at the 
call of the senior member at the earliest 
practicable date. 

The board will make a thorough study 


of the effect upon the military Services, the 
Army, the Navy, and the Marine Corps, of 
the provisions of the Joint Service Pay Act 
of June 10, 1922, as amended, in so far as 
that Act relates to the pay and allowances 
of the personnel of the active list of those 
Services. 

Upon the conclusion of its study, it is ex- 
pected that the board will submit to the 
Secretaries of War and of the Navy its 
opinion, with supporting reasons, as to the 
changes in existing law necessary in the 
interest of the efficiency military 
Services, embracing: 

(a) Recommendations as to modifications 
of existing law which should be applic- 
able to all three services in common. 

(b) Recommendations as to modifications 
of existing law which should not be appli- 
cable to all three Services in common, but 
to one or two individual Services only, 

Creation of the board was brought 
about by a lettei from the Secretary of 
the Navy to the Secretary of War in 
which Secretary Adams said: 

In the recent Congress, after considerable 
discussion and manifest interest in the sub. 
ject of pay of the Governmental Services 
now covered by the Joint Service Pay Act, 
resolutions were introduced in both the 
Senate and the House of Representatives 
providing for the appointment of a joint 
committee of both chambers to investigate 
and report to the Congress its recommenda- 
tions relative to the readjustment of the 
pay and allowances of the commissioned 
and enlisted personnel. One of these res- 
olutions was passed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives in a modified form. It ap- 
pears more than probable that some such 
resolution may be enacted in the extra ses- 
sion of Congress convening on Apr. 15. 

In view of the probabie appointment of 
such a joint committee, I believe that it 
would be well for the Services affected to 
be prepared to submit recommendations on 
this subject to the Committee, which will 
undoubtedly request them. Obviously, a 
preliminary coordination of the recommen- 
dations which will be advanced by the sev- 
eral departments is most desirable. I be- 
lieve that in the interest of simplifica- 
tion the conditions affecting the major and 
military Services should first be considered. 
To this effect, I suggest therefore that the 
War Department join with the Navy De- 
partment in a board, to be composed of 
three representatives of each Department, 
to review this subject and to formulate ap- 
propriate recommendations with respect to 
modification of existing laws prescribing 
the pay of the commissioned and enlisted 
personnel. 

The board which I propose would simply 
constitute. an initial nucleus, for the co- 
ordination of recommendations on this sub- 
ject as affecting the military Services, and 
to this nucleus could be added in due 
course the representatives of the other 
Services affected, if so desired by those 
Services. This enlarged board could then 
prepare recommendations embracing all 
Services and would constitute a full and 
completely representative board available 
to assist the Committee of Congress. 

If the appointment of this special board 
Is agreeable to you, I suggest that you 
designate the representatives of the War 
Department, and I will meantime designate 
those of the Navy Department, in order 
that the board may meet at the call of the 
Senior member at the earliest practi- 
cable date, 

In reply Acting Secretary Hurley 
wrote:

NAVY COMMAND CHANGES ALMOST COMPLETE. 
ITH the selection of Rear Adm. Mark L, Bristol to command the Twelfth Naval 
District, Rear Adm. A. W. Marshall to command the Pensacola Naval Air 
Station, relieving Rear Adm. J. J. Raby, who goes on three months’ sick leave, 
Capt. F. J. Horne to command of the U. S. S. Saratoga, relieving Capt. John Halli- 
gan, Jr., who is to take command of Aircraft Squadrons, Scouting Fleet, virtually 
all of the pending changes in the upper grades of the Navy are now complete. ; 

There are two outstanding exceptions. Rear Adm. T. P. Magruder is still “await- 
ing orders” and Secretary Adams has given no intimation of what action is to be 
taken in his case. Rear Adm. J. J. Reeves, who was prominently mentioned in con- 
nection with the Bureau of Aeronautics prior to the announcement of Rear Admiral 
Moffett’s reappointment, is still to be assigned. 

Due for shore duty, he has three billets open to him, command of the Ninth or 
Fifteenth Naval District or assignment to the General Board. From the stand- 
point of the service the latter would be welcome. Admiral Reeves’ experience, 
practical knowledge of aviation and his recognized ability would make him nearly 
invaluable on the General Board. 

In connection with the departmental gossip about his coming to the board, it 
is pointed out that he would be available to succeed Rear Adm. J. R. P. Pringle 
when the latter finishes his tour as head of the Naval War College, a position that 
Admiral Reeves is held admirably fitted for. 





COLONEL HURLEY JOINS GROUP OF “FLYING SECRETARIES.” 

SSISTANT SECRETARY OF WAR PATRICK J. HURLEY this week joined

It 
is very likely that Assistant Secretary of the Navy Jahncke will adopt this mode 
of travel making a “flying foursome.” 

Colonel Hurley’s predecessor, Col. Robbins, was also a flying enthusiast, as was 
Mr. Warner, whom Mr. Ingalls succeeded. 





NAVY SHARES SUB DEVICE PLAN WITH OTHERS. 

EVELOPMENT of new war material is always a zealously guarded secret in 

the Navy Department. The regulations make specific provisions to protect 
inventions that will play their part in making naval warfare more modern and 
every effort is made to prevent details leaking out to benefit other powers. 

When such a new development, however, means life-saving, some device that will 
increase the chances of officers and men escaping after a ship disaster, whether it 
be in peace time or war, it is a very different story with our Navy. 

An excellent illustration of this occurred very recently. In connection with the 
final tests of the Momsen lung which demonstrated its possibilities for the escape 
of the personnel in stricken submarines, a request was received from one of the 
other great powers for permission for on of their representatives to witness the 
tests. Taking the ground that this was not a military secret but “a humanitarian 
project” that meant saving life, Admiral Hughes, Chief of Operations, immediately 
ordered “the lid off” so far as secrecy was concerned. 





RESERVE DIVISION MEASURE TO BE REINTRODUCED. 
Witt THE APPROACH of the Convention of the Reserve Officers’ Associahtion, 
there. is some discussion among Reserve officers of various problems facing that 
component. Much interest is apparent in the news that both Military Committee 
Chairmen will sponsor the Reserve Division bill in the next Congress and will 
press for its enactment. 

In some quarters, the project of. forming G-5 of the General Staff to deal solely 
with the Reserve, is still under discussion. Its proponents claim that it would be 
supplementary to the Reserve Division and would be in a better position to formu- 
late policies than the existing organization which has Reserve officers attached tc 
each of the Staff sections. 

There is little question that the Reserve Division measure, which was held up 
in a legislative jam on technicalities, will be vigorously pressed during the next 
session. The formation of this office under the Chief of Staff to coordinate and 
Supervise Reserve activities is expected to greatly improve efficiency of Reserve 
administration.

SAMOA ANNEXED THIS YEAR. 

An interesting bit of information came 
to light in the last Congress with the 
passing of P. R. 98, which authorizes 
the taking over of American Samoa by 
the United States. 

These islands, consisting of the islands of 
Tutila, Anuunu, Ofu, Olosega, Tau, Rose 
Island, and Swains Island, was placed un- 
der naval control by an executive order 
of the President of the United States, 
dated Feb. 19, 1900, but were officially ac- 
cepted only this year. The islands were 
placed under naval control by request of 
the tribal chiefs. 

A Congressional committee, consisting of 
Senators Bingham and Robinson, and Rep- 
resentatives Williams and Kiess, were ap- 
ointed to visit the islands te reeommend 
egislation and to make a general in- 
spection.

McCarl and the Secretary of the Navy, 
from making further stoppages against 
his pay to cover alleged improper pay- 
ments for dependency allowances al- 
ready made to him. 

From 1922 to 1925, Comdr. Conger says, 
he has been paid additional allowances for 
a dependent mother. The Comptroller 
General ruled that the mother was not de- 
pendent and ordered that the _ entire 
amount so paid, $851.76, be withheld from 
the officer's pay. Comdr. Conger tells the 
court he has already been deprived of 
$714.85 by stoppages. In addition to ask- 
ing the court to restrain further stoppages, 
he also seeks reimbursement of funds with- 
held. Attorneys Samuel T. Ansell and 
George W. Wilmeth appear for him.

C. A. Units on Marches 
FOR the first time all mobile units of 

the Coast Artillery in the  conti- 
nental United States are to make a prac- 
tice march during the same year. 

The two antiaircraft regiments now lo- 
cated on the Atlantic Coast, are concen- 
trating at Fort Story, Virginia, during 
April. The 61st Regiment, normally as- 
signed to Fort Monroe, Virginia, and the 
62nd Regiment, located at Fort Totten, 
New York, this week made the march to 
Fort Story. The 68rd Regiment, which is 
the only anti-aircraft regiment on the Pa- 
cific Coast, will, later on in the summer, 
march to Capitola, Calif., and while at 
that place will conduct its annual target 
practice. These three regiments are the 
only anti-aircraft regiments in the Regu- 
lar Army in the United States. The War 
Department is making every effort to give 
the personnel of these units thorough 
training. The necessity for special effort 
along this line is due to the fact that in 
time of war it will be necessary to fur- 
nish instructors for’ a large number of 
Reserve anti-aircraft regiments that would 
have to be organized. These regiments 
would be employed as local defense for 
large cities and industrial plants. 

There is only one railway regiment in 
the United States and it is located at Fort 
Eustis, Virginia, where it maintains a very 
large number of different calibers of rail- 
way guns. These guns would be used for 
augmenting existing fixed defenses, and 
for assignment to undefended harbors in 
time of war. The strength of this regi- 
ment is approximately 24 officers and 500 
enlisted men. This regiment was moved 
by rail last year to Fort Story, Virginia, 
where it conducted a battle practice. This 
year it will make a similar move and will 
arrive at Fort Story about May 1. After 
conducting its annual target practice it 
will participate in minor joint Army and 
Navy exercises followed by a battle prac- 
tice. This battle practice is scheduled to 
be held on May 27. 

The 5list Coast Artillery, which is the 
only tractor-drawn regiment of Coast Ar- 
tillery in the United States, will move to 
Fort Story at the same time that the rail- 
way regiment is there. This organization 
will move in two sections—one will pro- 
ceed via Old Point Comfort, Va., and the 
other via Richmond, Va. The strength of 
this organization is approximately 17 offi- 
cers and 350 enlisted men. 

The War and Navy Departments have 
arranged that while these troops are at 
Fort Story a portion of the Atlantic Fleet 
will cooperate in holding joint Army and 
Navy exercises. These exercises will af- 
ford an excellent opportunity for trying 
out the new plans for joint Army and 
Navy action which have recently been ap- 
proved by the Secretaries of War and 
Navy. Detailed arrangements for these 
joint exercises will be made by Brig. Gen. 
R. E. Callan, commanding the Third Coast 
Artillery District, with headquarters at 
Fort Monroe, Virginia, and the Command- 
ant of the Fifth Naval District.

Change A. A. Regulation 

Technical regulations for the Coast 
Artillery Corps, in respect to the locat- 
ing of the batteries in the tactical em- 
ployment of the anti-aircraft artillery 
have been changed so as to read: 

“While it is possible in the defense of 
an objective small in dimensions to site 
the batteries so that the entire decisive 
zone will be within the effective range 
of all batteries, it is usually preferable 
to advance the batteries somewhat so as 
to bring targets under fire sooner. This 
separation of batteries, however, should 
not be so great as to leave any portion 
of the decisive zone uncovered by the 
fire of at least one battery.” 

The previous regulation provided that 
a battery might be sited within the de- 
cisive zone somewhat apart from the 
other batteries, as long as it continued 
in position to cover every portion of the 
decisive zone. 


Non-Rigid Blimp Tract Out 
PAMPHLET entitled “The Nonrigid 
Airship,” prepared under the di- 

rection of the Chief of the Air Corps, 
has just been issued by the War De- 
partment (J. R. 1170-250). It is mainly 
descriptive in character, giving the de- 
trails of type, construction, etc. 

The nonrigid airship is described es a 
stream-lined fabric envelope, with a light 
zas, surfaces for centrol, and a car for 
crew, power plant, equipment, fuel, oil, 
ballast and cargo.

MPETUS TO LEGISLATION for pay increases for the Services has been given 

by the action of Congressman James, who will be elected next month as Chair- 
man of the House Military Committee. It has developed that Mr. James was 
directly responsible for the activity the War Department is displaying in gather- 
ing information on this important matter. The Navy and Marine Corps had con- 
gressional inspiration in the favorable attitude expressed by Congressman Britten, 
Chairman of the House Naval Committee. Senator Reed, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Military Committee, cooperated with Mr. Morin, who retired from the House 
on March 4, in proposing a joint congressional investigation of the operation of 
the existing pay law and the inadequacy of pay it provides. Mr. James is not 
willing to let the matter rest with the inaction of the late Congress. He has said 
in effect that be believes there should be pay increases, and he has told the War 
Department to provide him with material upon which action can be based at the 
coming session. . 

Intelligent procedure, such as Mr. James has inaugurated, should make easier 
the progress of the legislation.

SERVICES can help Mr. James and Senator Reed, as well as the War De- 
by complying with our request for personal experience under the 
existing pay scales. The dry report the Department will make will not contain 
any of those human interest appeals, which cause men to act. We have been print- 
ing for some weeks an urgent request for information from individual officers and 
their families on their experiences in trying to make both ends meet on the pay 
they receive. We have received some response, but we want all we can get. We 
will publish some of the communications, but we want ail of them to be brought 
to the attention of the appropriate Committees. So help us to help you by sending 
in your experiences, 


SENATOR REED AND MR. JAMES do not propose to let the matter of pro- 
motion sink into oblivion. We feel sure these two Solons will work as ener- 
getically to remove promotion injustices in the coming extra session as they did 
during the last Congress. That they ought to do so, that conditions demand remedy, 
is not the question with them; they know the situation personally, and they feel 
a new enactment must be made as speedily as possible. When Congress meets, 
they will have had time to reflect on what occurred during the last session, They 
will know where to give and take. We expect the two Houses to pass substan- 
tially the same bills they passed during the winter. There will be ample time for 
consideration of the differences by a Conference Committee during the extra ses- 
sion. So we are hopeful of action during the summer. 
In any case, we are not going to let the country and Congress forget the needs 
of the Army in this respect. The same pledge we make to the Navy and the 
Marine Corps. There is no question of their needs. The reports of the Naval 
Committees of the two Houses show congressional appreciation of them. The fact 
that the Senate and House acted, still further emphasizes general understanding 
of the importance of remedying the injustices that prevail. Such an understand- 
ing can mean only one thing—action. 


HE SENSITIVENESS of the State Department to possible criticism causes its 

officials to make statements regarding Army and Navy officers which are wholly 
unjustified by the facts. An instance of this kind occurred in the case of Brig. 
Gen. George Van Horn Moseley, commanding the First Cavalry Division, with 
headquarters at Fort Bliss, Texas. Before we visited El Paso, we read a diatribe 
by the Secretary of State in which he condemned General Moseley for a display 
of troops during the rebel operations on Juarez. When we arrived at El Paso, we 
made an investigation, and we found that not only was there no display of force, 
but measures had been taken to prevent its possibile appearance. Newspaper men 
with General Moseley were indignant at the State Department explosion. The 
fact, as our investigation disclosed, is that General Moseley has been handling 
the Mexican situation with extreme tact and diplomacy. The people of El Paso 
are loud in their praise of him and his conduct. The State Department owes Gen- 
eral Moseley an apology, but it won’t make it because it fears criticism of its own 
hasty action. The least the War Department can do is to issue a statement ex- 
pressing commendation of the effective manner in which its able representative 
has handled a particularly nasty situation. 


RESIDENT HOOVER has made a wise selection of delegates to the Preparatory 

Disarmament Conference, which is to reassemble in Geneva on April 15. He 
has named practically the same delegation that so efficiently represented the United 
States at the Tripartite Conference in Geneva two years ago. For the first time, 
the country learned, as a result of the exposures made by Ambassador Gibson and 
Rear Admiral Jones in connection with the Tripartite Conference, that Great 
Britain had no intention of according us that naval equality which she had sol- 
emnly agreed was our due. We may be sure intrigue will resume its operations 
during the sessions of the Preparatory Disarmament Conference, but with Am- 
bassador Gibson and Rear Adm. Jones and their wise assistants on the job, we have 
no fear of the developments. 


HE DECOMMISSIONING of the President’s Yacht is not a measure of economy, 

rather it is a bit of evidence in proof of the short-handedness of the Naval 
Service. Every man that can be spared from indirect activities must be assigned 
to the ships that are actually required by the Fleet. Even observance of such a 
pohey will produce an insutticient number of men. The truth is the Navy needs 
men, and if it is to be efficient, it must have them. With a blare of trumpets, Con- 
gress satisfied the country’s demand to approach at least equality with Great 
Britain by authorizing additional cruisers. But it did not provide the additional 
men already required by the necessities of the Fleet. It is a waste of the tax- 
payer’s money to grant ships and not the men to man them. We shall hope the 
new Congress will display a wiser understanding of the Fleet’s need in the im- 
portant matter of enlisted personnel.

The Comptroller General, however, has 
receiving 


held that he is debarred from 
any pay by the Act of Feb. 11, 1925, U. 8S. 
Code, Title 34, Section 871, which pro- 
vides in part as follows: 

“No officer of the Navy or Marine 
Corps while on leave of absence engaged 
in a service other than that of the Gov- 


ernment of the United States, shall be en- 


titled to any pay or allowances for a pe- 


riod in excess of that for which he is en- 
titled to full pay, unless the President 
otherwise directs.” 

The Department was at the time of the 
grant of leave cognizant of the act, but 
considered that in its language “a serv- 
ice” did not cover private employment, 
and hence would not apply in Capt. Land's 
case, but the Comptroller General has 
held that it does so apply. 

Capt. Land is acting as the Vice Presi- 
dent and Treasurer of the “Daniel Gug- 
genheim Foundation, and is the active 
executive head of the Foundation, subject 
only to the general direction of its Presi- 
dent, Mr. Harry Guggenheim. The 


Foundation is an organization for the pro- 


motion of aeronautics, operating on a 


fund established by Mr. Daniel Guggen- 
heim. It is entirely a private corporation 
and is not directly related in any way with 
the Federal Government or with any 
State, county or municipal government or 
service.

In view of the Navy Department's in- 
terest in the work to be carried on by the 
Daniel Guggenheim Fund for Promotion 
of Aeronautics while being assisted by 
this officer, it is recommended that Capt.

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Develop New Cooling Process 
A cooling process which undoubedly will 

revoluionize the operation of all air- 
craft equipped with water-cooled en- 
gines has been developed at the labora- 
tories of the Army Air Corps Materiel 
Division at Wilbur Wright Field, near 
Dayton. 

The exact combination of the chemical 
formula of this cooling agency, which is a 
liquid, as yet has not been made public, 
though the constituents can be bought in 
the open market at relatively reasonable 
prices. 

Experiments cohducted in bloc tests on 
standard pursuit plane motors by Army Air 
Corps engineers working under the general 
supervision of Brig. Gen. W. E. Gillmore, 
Chief of the Materiel Division, have pro- 


duced the following pertinent advantages 
of this cooling fluid as a substitute for 
water: 


1. Only 4% gallons of the chemical cooler 
are needed in place of about 18 gallons of 


water—a reduction of 84 pounds. 
2. The decreased quantity of cooling 
fluid permits the use of a radiator one- 


fourth the size of the type now in use—a 
saving of nearly 40 pounds. 

3. The combined reduction in cooling 
fluid and radiator weight as well as in 
radiator surface not alone means that more 
than 100 pounds of dead weight is trans- 
formed into useful load but also that the 
parasite resistance of the radiator—which 
often represents 20 per cent of the total 
resistance of the ship—has been materially 
reduced, with a resultant increase in speed, 
estimated at 11 miles per hour. 

4. Inasmuch as the temperature of the 
cooling fluid must rise to 387 degrees 
Fahrenheit before it reaches the boiling 
point (water boils at 212 degrees) it per- 
mits airplane motors to be operated at 


speeds far in excess of the limits per- 
mitted in water-cooled systems. A 50-hour 
test was recently conducted at Wright 
Field. During that period the speed of the 


motor was so high that the temperature of 
the cooling liquid rose to 300 degrees, but 
without any apparent injurious effect to 
the motor. Heretofore 180 degrees has 
been the ordinarily accepted maximum, 

Assistant Secretary of War Davison made 
the following comment: 

“The discovery of this important cooling 
fluid will not be kept secret. Full details 
concerning it will probably be announced 
by the Materiel Division within a few days. 
Gen. Gillmore informs me that actual fly- 
ing tests are to be made at Dayton at an 
early date for the purpose of collecting 
data showing actual performance while in 


flight. If these benefits turn out to be as 
great in practice as tests on the ground 
indicate, the Army Air Corps will have 
made another great contribution to the 


general progress of aviation. 

“The chief handicap of water-cooled en- 
gines so far has been the added weight of 
their cooling element as well as the head 
resistance of their radiator equipment. A 


75 per cent reduction in this weight and 
resistance will enable airplanes to carry 
greater loads at greater speeds or with 
more economy of fuel consumption. For 
military air planes this means increased 
performance; for commercial aircraft, 


greater pay loads. It may even be possible 
to eliminate radiator resistance entirely by 
placing the radiator in the wing of the 
ship. This type of radiation has been tried 
before but never’ with entirely successful 
results, due mostly to the large radiator 
surface required. Now, with a promise of 
a 75 per cent reduction in this respect it 
it quite possible that wing skin radiators 


may be perfected for ordinary use. Tests 
on pursuit planes have shown that wing 


skin radiators increase the speeds of those 
ships about 15 miles an hour. 





First Division Schedule Heavy 
| URING the summer months the 
training of the First Di- 
vision will be intensified. All organiza- 
tions will conduct their target practice 
and take part in maneuvers whether 
their home stations be Plattsburg Bar- 
racks, Madison Barracks, Fort Ontario 
or Fort Niagara in northern New York, 
or in the Metropolitan District. 


Many of the regiments will have to go 
away to camp for their target practice and 
maneuvers. This is true in the case of the 
troops that are stationed in the Metropol- 
itan District as they go to Camp Dix, N, J. 

While the troops of the Division are 
employed on these training missions they 
will also train the civilian components of 
the Army. 

*lattsburg Barracks, N. Y., which is gar- 
risoned by the 26th Infantry, under the 
command of Col. John F. Madden, will 
train 3,170 C. M. T. C. students, 280 R. O. 
T. C. men and 100 reserve officers during 
the summer; Madison Barracks, N. Y., the 
home of the 2nd Brigade Headquarters, the 
2nd Bn., 7th F. A., and the ist Bn., 28th 
Infantry, under the command of Brig. Gen. 
C. E. Kilbourne, will train 177 R. O. T. C. 
men and 200 C. M. T. C. students. It will 
also assist the National Guard in its train- 
ing throughout the summer and conduct 
the training of seven reserve regiments 
at Pine Camp, N. Y. Forts Ontario and 
Niagara also have a _ heavy schedule of 
training, including about 500 reserve offi- 
cers and C, M, T. C. candidates as well 
as assisting in the training of several Na- 
tional Guard regiments. In addition to 
these missions, one regiment, the 28th In- 
fantry, from Forts Ontario and Niagara 
and from Madigén Barracks, will assist in 
the National Rifle Matches at Camp Perry, 
Ohio. The troops stationed about New 
York harbor will each train reserve regi- 
ments and at the same time conduct their 
range practice and maneuvers at Camp 
Dix, N. J., where they will participate in 
command post exercises in June and July.

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Aeronautical Notes 
PON the recommendation of the As- 
sistant Secretary of War for Air, the 
Secretary of War has directed that all 
Army posts and activities, with the ex- 
ception of certain small posts not having 
buildings large enough for the purpose, 
be marked with their names upon the 
roofs of appropriate structures as an 
aid to aerial navigation. 

The Quartermaster General, Maj. Gen. 
B. F, Cheatham, in a study of the project, 
made tentative selection of the structures 
so to be marked but instructions to Corps 
Area, Department and exempted station 
commanders leaves the final selection of 
the buildings to the appropriate comman- 
der. The instructions further direct that 
the markings will conform as nearly as 
possible to the specifications published by 
the Department of Commerce.

The muffler cut the noise 
of a Fairchild monoplane’s motor to a 
purr comparable with that of an auto- 
mobile engine, it is said, the chief sound 
audible to the groundlings being the 
whirr of the propeller. 

Portland, Oreg. (Special).—Capt. Iva

PAY ANOMALIES SHOWN. 

REditer, Army and Navy Journal: 

HAVE noticed your request for letters 

bringing out anomalies and deficiencies 
in the Army pay. I am a First Lieutenant 
with over 10 years’ service in the Corps 
of Engineers. At present I am on duty in 
the Kansas City District on river and har- 
ber work. I am in charge of certain flood 
control investigations now being carried 
out in that district. The organization under 
me consists of about 40 civilian employes 
and will be increased to approximately 150 
during the coming summer. During the 
coming year I will be responsible for the 
efficient expenditure of approtimately 
$500,000 of public funds. Three of my as- 
sistants receive more pay than I do and I 
expect to engage two or three more, in the 
near future, at a higher pay rate than my 
own. This is an anomaly if I ever heard 
of one. Certainly I know of no other in- 
stances where the man in charge receives 
less pay than some of his subordinates. 
This is perhaps a special case in view of 
the fact that normally Army officers are not 
engaged on work requiring highly paid 
civilian assistants. However, it is not a 
special case in the Engineers. In fact in 
most of the river and harbor districts, 
Captains and Lieutenants receive less pay 
than several of the civilian employes under 
them. 

The District Engineer here is responsible 
for the expenditure of about $8,000,000 a 
year. He is a Major of the class of 1913, 
U. S. M. A., so I imagine his pay is about 
$5,000 a year, although I haven't taken the 
trouble to look it up. I doubt if there are 
many cases in civilian life where anyone 
carrying the same responsibility as the 
District Engineer receives less than double 
his salary. The same probably applies to 
anyone in civilian life carrying the same 
degree of responsibility as myself. 

This to me indicates that officers of the 
Army are entitled to more compensation. 
It does not indicate that our civilian as- 
sistants are entitled to less. As a matter 
of fact the latter are receiving less than 
they would in similar positions outside 
of the Government service.

Coolidge for Swong Defense 
TRESSING the need for national de- 
fense and an adequate Army and 

Navy, former President Calvin Coolidge, 


writing in the April number of the 
Ladies’ Home Journal on “Promoting 
Peace Through Preparation,” says the 


forces required for adequate national 
defense should “be large enough so that 
others would see that there would be a 
great deal of peril involved in attacking 
us.” Extracts from the article pertinent 
to national defense follow: 


“They should not be so large that our 
country would feel that we would undergo 
no peril in attacking others. 

“When the test comes the people will 
give up almost any other human right to 
secure safety and protection. Whenever 
anarchy imperils a State a military dic- 
tator always appears, because the people 
prefer him to the lawlessness of the mob. 

“One of the methods by which each 
government undertakes to preserve order 
so that it may protect its people from 
domestic violence asd foreign hostilities 
is known as preparation for national de- 
fense. The great object that it all seeks 
to accomplish is peace. * * * 

“Preparation runs all the way from the 
policeman on the corner, who is our first 


line of defense, to the Army and Navy, 
with their supporting fortifications and 
bases. 


“We do not have these for the purpose 
of making war, but for the purpose of 
preserving peace. The ability to protect 
the people within its borders and to insure 
to them security which can only come from 
the orderly administration of law is so 
much and so peculiarly the first requisite 
of every government that under interna- 
tional usage civilized nations do not rec- 
ognize a government which cannot or does 
not meet these obligations. 

“Our Army can be small, because we are 
peaceful at home and far removed from at- 
tack by land. Also an Army can be as- 
sembled quickly. Our Navy is more ex- 
tensive, because our shores, our great 
commerce and our distant possessions must 
be protected, and it takes years to build 
a warship. 

“* * * We should also take every precau- 
tion to protect ourselves to the fullest 
possible extent from its* ravages, if it does 
come. The Army and Navy serve the 
double purpose of prevention and defense.”

PENNSYLVANIA. 

Philadelphia (Special).— With the 
Federal inspection of the Pennsylvania 
National Guard more than 50 per cent 
completed, United States Army officers 
detailed to carry on the inspection in- 
dicate that a new record of military 
efficiency by national guard troops has 
been established by the Pennsylvania 
soldiers. 


State inspecting officers working in con- 
junction with the Federal Army men in- 
formed Maj. Gen. William G. Price, jr., 
commander of the Pennsylvania Division, 
that on no previous inspection have the 
troops of this State so well demonstrated 
the benefits of their training as on this 
occasion. 

The value of the policy inaugurated by 
General Price and his staff some time ago 
of weeding out inefficient officers and en- 
listed men is easily apparent, the inspect- 
ing officers said, in the high averages and 
markings earned by the men of the various 
commands. 





The Division Commander of the Penn- 
sylvania National Guard, together with The 
Adjutant General, both being supported in 
their decisions by the Governor, have also 
concluded to cause to be retired all officers 
now serving on the active list of the Na- 
tional Guard who have been adjudged eligi- 
ble to receive the Reserve Officers’ Retire- 
ment Pension. 

The attitude of the Pennsylvania author- 
ities is that at no time do they want on 
the active list officers who would be ineligi- 
ble in time of a mobilization, because of 
physical disabilities, to take the field.

Army Operates Phone System 
CALLING attention to the fact that the 

Signal Corps is operating a telephone 
organization, Maj. Gen. G. S. Gibbs, 
Chief Signal Officer, said: 

Few people realize that the Signal Corps 
is operating a telephone system which at 
the present time ranks fourth among the 
leading telephone organizations of the 
country. The demand of the Army for 
telephone service in both peace and war 
is very similar in character to that of 
civilian and commercial life. The average 
Army garrison resembles a small town 
and as such has a similar demand for pub- 
lic utilities of all kinds, including the tele« 
phone. Many of these garrisons are lo- 
cated so as to require a separate tele<« 
phone system for  inter-communication 
service with suitable trunks for talking 
outside. 

The first big expansion of the Army 
systems occurred during the World War 
when new camps and extensions to exist< 
ing establishments sprang up almost over 
night, all requiring increased telephone 
service. Due to this rapid expansion, sys- 
tems at that time were installed, operated, 
and maintained by commercial telephone 
companies and the service provided to the 
Government on a rental basis. 

Realizing the importance of exclusive 
governmental control over such facilities, 
arrangements were entered into shortly 
after the close of the War, between the 
War Department, American Telephone & 
Telegraph Company, and its subsidiary or- 
ganizations, through which the Governe 
ment would purchase from the telephone 
companies all such systems to thereafter 
be operated and maintained by the Signal 
Corps. 

Upon the completion of this plan, thé 
Signal Corps found itself an operating 
telephone organization, maintaining a vast 
network of independent telephone systems 
throughout the country, comprising some 
133 individual systems, ranging in _ size 
from 50 lines to 2,000 lines, to which a 
total of 23,000 telephones are connected 
and will be considerably increased under 
the War Department Housiag Program. 
While the service rendered to the Army is 
primarily for official business, the neces- 
sity for providing telephone service to 
residents of the various Army ‘garrisons, 
many in most isolated locations, has been 
recognized and most satisfactory service 
is supplied at cost to the users. The 
value of this service to the residents is 
shown by the fact that of the total num- 
ber of telephones some 40 per cent of thena 
are utilized in the provision of this pers 
sonal service.

EXAM FOR MEDICAL CORPS. 

As. GEN. M. W. IRELAND, The Sur- 
~ geon General of the Army, has an- 
nounced that the next examination of 
candidates for commission in the Medical 
Corps of the Regular Army will be held 
July 12-16, 1929. 

As there are 60 vacancies in the Medi- 
eal Corps at the present time it is prob- 
able that all candidates who successfully 
complete the examination will be commis- 
sioned without delay. Examining boards 
are convened at various military stations 
and in cities throughout the country and 
in general can be convened in the neigh- 
berhood of the candidate's home so that 
only a short amount of travel will be nec- 
essary to enable the candidate to appear 
before the board. 

The general requirements for eligibility 
for appointment are that the candidate be 
a male citizen of the United States be- 
tween the ages of 23 and 32 years, a grad- 
uate of an acceptable medical school

Financial Digest 
By a Market Expert. 

N summarizing general business and 
financial conditions throughout the 
Federal Reserve Districts, the Federal 
Reserve Board in discussing production 
in February and the first half of March 
states that it continued at a high rate 
during this period and was substantially 

higher than a year ago, and says: 
_ Automobile output was at a record rate 
in February, and there was also an un- 
usually high daily average production of 
copper and iron and steel. Large output 
in the iron and steel industry reflected de- 
mands from manufacturers of automobiles, 
machine tools, and agricultural implements, 
and from railroad companies. Preliminary 
reports for the first half of March indi- 
cate further expansion in automobile and 
iron and steel production, During Feb- 
ruary the daily average output of coal and 
crude petroleum also increased, and pro- 
duction of cotton and wool textiles con- 
tinued large, while silk output declined 
somewhat from the unusually high level of 
January. There was also some decline 
from the unusually high level of January. 





To Lay Up Nine Ships 
(Continued srom First Page) 
stroyers, six fleet submarines, 46 first 
lines submarines and 29 second line, 15 
light cruisers first line and 3 second line 
and 2 airplane carriers first line and one 

second line. 

In all 320 ships will be in active com- 
mission, requiring a personnel of 92,186 
enlisted men. Of this number 66,047 are 
needed afloat and 26,139 ashore, which in- 
cludes approximately 15,000 for aviation 
ashore. With the authorized strength for 
1930 far below this number it will be 
necessary to retain the reduced comple- 
ment status that now prevails. This 
ranges from 100 per cent of the subma- 
rine force and a few ships in Central 
American waters, to as low as 72 per 
cent of some of the others. The battle- 
ships will continue to operate on an 86 
per cent basis with the cruisers slightly 
below that.
